We have during the year furnished the north, east and west 
schools with long needed outline Maps, also procured sets of 
readers for teachers in north, south and west schools. : 

Considering that some parents and children have acted in the 
expectation of the usual list of scholars not absent or tardy for 
the year being published in this report. we give the list, though 
objecting somewhat: We consider the system on the whole as 
productive of more injury to the many, than of good to the few. 
We suggest that it be discontinued in the future. We do this 
thoughtfully and kindly seeing how the system causes ill will 
discouragement, and petty vanities that far outweigh in our opin- 
ion the gain in attendance. 

Some feeling of sorrow and ill will was occasioned by the em- 
ployment of a male teacher in the East school for the Winter 
term. 

We considered Miss Batchelder who had charge of the school 
the first and second terms a faithful and energetic teacher. In 
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her care the school improved very much from its condition the 
year before. Wesometimes desired to see a more orderly gov- 
ernment in the school, but reflecting upon the past of the school, 
we counted her work good. 

Near the close of the second term Mr. Janvrin the local com- 
mittee, informing the chairman of the Board that Miss Batchel- 
der’s engagement closed with the second term, and that three 
fourths of the people sending children to the school desired a 
male teacher for the Winter term, the chairman gave his con- 
sent that a male teacher be employed—feeling that it might be 
better for the goyernment of the school. 

The other member of the Board knew nothing of the matter 
till after the male teacher was engaged. 

The school under Mr Salsmans instruction, became very studi- 
ous and orderly. We consider its Winters work as good as that 
of any in town. We hope the school may hold the advantage 
gained. 

We suggest that the matter of engaging teachers should here- 
after be by the knowledge and combined action of the whole 
Board that no misunderstanding be occasioned. 

We hope also, that a more thorough and helpful system of vis- 
iting the schools may be.adopted by the Committee as the pres- 
ent method is very unsatisfactory. 

We suggest that the future Board of Education take some ac- 
tion to promote a more regular course of study and a better sys- 
tem of text books in our schools. Thus saving the teachers much 
vexation and waste of time—and saving the parents from 25 to 
50 per cent of expense for books. It may easily be done. 

We would say to parents and guardians, don’t encourage 
teachers to cram the scholars. The present danger is not of 
knowing too little of books, but too much. 

We want schools that will develop our children, not into bril- 
liant memorizers and repeaters of books, but into knowledge lov- 
ing, earnest thinking, new truth seeking, and brave acting men 
and women. For these let us work.
